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The memories of the writer were 
bed Saturday, December 22d, 
when he approai hed the contour of 
Palm Beach and saw many evi- 
dences of destruction of buildings and 
foliage by the recent hurricane, of 
which the resort city bore the heaviest 
brunt. Owing to the financial embar- 
■ nt of owners and investors, the 
debris has not been removed in many 
parts of the stricken area. One amus- 
ing incident which shows the in- 
genuity of the storekeepers is the 
resumption of business with the im- 
provised ceiling to protect them, the 
roof having been twisted and blown 
down. Many of the palms are bent 
at an angle of forty-live degrees and 
in some places much lower. A great 
number of the affected buildings will 
have to lie dismantled to make way 
for the construction of better and 
stronger structures. The peculiar spec- 
tacle of many of the Australian pine 
trees, whose tops have been swept 
away as if mowed down by gunfire, 
impressed him greatly. 

A large apartment building, two 
high, owned by a deaf-mute 
in West Palm beach and located 
almost in the centre of the shopping 
district, is almost a total wreck, the 
top floor being rendered uninhabitable 
by the toppling of the roof. Every- 
thing therein w;ls soaked "to the skin" 
and at this writing the store rooms are 

all being occupied, but the upper part 

of the building will not be ready for 

occupancy for several weeks yet, At 
a recent auction, the goods of a de- 
limit drug store worth fifteen thou 
sand dollars, were sold to the deaf 
owner of that apartment building for 
! a song, which amounted to two 
thousand dollars. He has opened the 
drug store for business in one of his 
re rooms. It is understood that
